My dear Mr. Hood:- 


& correspondent of mine in Paris has just reported 
to me an opportunity of obtaining four French medals which are rape 
and important. It happens that I have already two of these in my 
cdllsction but the owner of these medals will only sell the set of 
four together. I can therefore get the two which are not in my 
Collection only by purchasing the whole lot which will give me two 
duplicates. The price if 1500 francs for the four medals, which at 
the present rate of exchange would. come to about $45.00 for each of 
these medals. I have an option on these until the end of January and 
have wondered whether you would consider taking the two duplicates off 
my hands, at a reasonable price, with &@ view 66 disposing of them 
to other collectors with whom you have dealings. 


The medals in question were struck in Paris in December 

1915 to celebrate the "Journee du Poilu", of the 25th and 26th of 
December 1915. The artist if Hippolyte Lefebvre. The diameter of the 
medal is 55 millometers. The ovverse id the same in both medals, re- 
oresenting the head of 2 peagded French soldier, in old-fashioned army 
cap, with rifle to nis shoulder, and behind him the head of France with 
laurel leaves on her browe Legend, “Patrie. La Poilu". The reverse 
gkdg@a side is different in the two medals. In the one case, the design 

is a laurel branch, with legend "25-26 Decembre, 1915". In the other 
case the design is of three fasces, crossed, with the letters, "R.F." 
Sywperimposed in the center. Legend, "“Journee du Poilu; 1914-1915", 
La Parlement”. The latter, as I am informed, was made for presentation 
to members of the Chamber of Deputies. Both of these medals are in 
Silver gilt. 


These medals, never very numerous, have now become very 
difficulss to obtain, and I am advised, are much sought after by col- 
lectorse If you feel that you could use these and will advises me what 
price you would be wiilingto pay me for them, I will then determine 
whether or not to make the purcnase,.

Shortly after the signing of the armistice on November 
11th, 1918, The American Numismatie Society decided to 
publish a Peace Medal. In order to draw forth the best 
possible medal a competition was planned and fifteen 
seulptors of prominence submitted designs. From these 
models a Committee of Award selected the one illustrat- 
ed on the first page of this folder. It was made by Mr. 
Chester Beach, one of the most eminent of our vouneer 
American sculptors. In his design he has provided a 
superb conception of what this world peace of 1919 
symbolizes. 

On the obverse Peace is shown with the palm branch 
and wreath of victory—a beautiful womanly emhodi- 
ment. On the other side of the winged horse, there is 
the manly form of Justice—a figure of Right Trium- 


phant. The helmet of conflict is still upon his head, but 
the sheathed sword shows that the battle has been won. 
At the side, the wreathed scales appear. Justice and 
Peace advance together. Above the longing for peace 
ana a justice. however, othe treaty “of 1939 1s distin: 
euished beyond all others by the earnest desire that 
in futuxe, war may be eliminated. The powerful figure 
mounted on Pegasus expresses the idea of the League of 


Nations incorporated in this treaty. The clasped book 


of the law and the dynamic outstretched arm need no 
interpreting—the foreefulness of the type and its vir- 
ility suggest that henceforth the principles of righteous- 
ness will be in control. This thought is further empha- 
sized in the fallen figure of destruction, whose torch is 
being trampled beneath the foot of Justice. In its lines, 
in its planes and in the composition this is a monumental 
design. 

On the reverse is shown the palace of Versailles 
where the treaty was signed. The sun is burstine 
through the clouds of war and its rays light up the 
facade. The whole is framed by a decorative wreath. 
The inseription Peace of Versailles, 1919, and the name 
of The American Numismatic Society complete the de- 
sien, 

Members of The American Numismatic Society mav 
subscribe for either silver or bronze copies of this medal. 
Through special action of the Council who believe that 
so fine a medal should not be limited to our membership.
